It will be recalled that at the 
time of the : visit of the Prince of 
Wales ‘to Hongkong, Sir Paul of- 
fered to commemorate the event 
by the provision of a statue of His 
Royal | Highness, ° but that ‘the 
Prince made it Known « that “he 
would ‘prefer that, instead of a 
staluc.. the. eause of  eX- 
Service “men should be help- 
ed. Sir Paul” therefore later do- 
nated a sam of $30,000, the income 
from which. was to be equally divid- 
ed between the Jocal branch of the 
British Sesion. and the Ex-Active 
Service” Men's Association. “He 
falzo ¢ompletely furnished the 
Club of the latter organisation 


and made a further donation of. 


$10,090 to its ‘funds, whilst he also 
presented to the Tlub a fine por- 
trait of himself in oils, a copy of 


which appears elsewhere in this” 


issue. 

He was the creator of St. An- 
drew’s Church; Kowloon, the cost 
of erecting - which he personally 
bore, .as well, also, as that of the 
Chureh Hall and Vicarage. More- 
over, he’ endowed ‘the Church” in 
1921, with a sum of "£25,000.

In "India . was to La Martiniero 
College.in Bengal when, in respanse 
to an..appeal from .Hig Excellency 
t Lord Lytton, Sir’ Paul ‘donated one 
hundred thousand ‘rupees.’ He re- 
-ceived Ais. early education st the 
college in the sixtes. Later, he 
donated 300,000, ‘rupees ., to the 
Armenian Church ‘ of Calcutta 
where he was christened on aia 
ber 3, 1846... 

For his munificent gifts to the 
churches, schools and universitles 
of Hongkong, Canton, and Shang- 
hai he was created a companion 
of the Order-of St. Michacl und 
Goorge in 1887 and he received nis 
knighthood in 1902, y3 

At the ‘time‘of ‘his death Sir 
Paul Chater C.M.G. was the covaul 
general for Siam, principal; Chater 
and: Mody, ‘a member of the Execu-:
